CHICAGO, July 5— (® —Safe, 
sane driving apparently has 
saved 75 persons from death on 
highways over the holiday week 
end, the National Safety Coun- 
cil said today. 

The council had predicted that 
290 of an estimated 40,000,000 
persons who jammed highways 
during the holiday would die, But 
it revised its estimate tonight 
and said driving caution might 
save 75 lives. 


ROAD DEATHS 

A United Press tabulation from 
6 p. m. Friday showed that 178 
traffic deaths had been reported 
by late tonight. In addition, 82 
persons were drowned, two died 
in a Louisiana plane crash, one 
was killed during a fireworks 
demonstration and 30 perished in 
miscellaneous mishaps for an 
overall total of 293. 

One of the worst traffic trage- 
dies of the holiday week end oc- 
curred near Lancaster, Ky., when 
five persons were killed in the 
head-on collision of two autos. 

Fireworks caused a consider- 
able number of injuries and at 
least one death, despite laws in- 
tended to keep them under con- 
trol. 


CALLED SAFE 

Ironically, explosives claimed 
their only death at a supposedly 
safe fireworks display. Edward 
Nolta, 15, was killed when a dud 
aerial bomb hit him during an 
Independence Day celebration at 
Willows, Calif.

Make the Nation 


Recently we have been pointing out 
- that the United States cannot be con- 
sidéred by sections in computing the 
nation’s economic strength. The South 
is just as important to the country’s 
manufacturers as is New England or the 
Far West. Its production of raw mate- 
rials is as vital to the national peny 
as its potential as a market. 

Figures released by the Bureau of 
the Census back up this view. 

In 1920 only 67,127 farms in the 
Southeast were electrified and most of 
these were on the fringes of towns. 
In 1950 a total of 1,309,978 were elec- 
trified—more than three-fourths of all 
of them. In Georgia the number of 
farms with electricity jumped from 
42.000 in 1940 to 149,000 in 1950—in 
the short space of only a decade. 

That doesn’t tell the whole story of 
rural electrification, however. It doesn’t 
tell the story of the farm revolution 
that has accompanied the process—the 
adding of conveniences that have raised 
the standard of living of the rural 
dweller to unheard-of heights in any 
country at any period of history. It 
doesn’t reveal the emancipation of the 
farm owner and worker from his toil 
with the hoe and mule and the opening 
of new opportunities for diversification 
and conservation. 

The figures do not show, either, 
what this emancipation has meant to 
industry. In 1950, 406,395 farms in the 
Southeast had electric water pumps; 
187,880 were equipped with electric 
water heaters; 113,909 had home freez- 
ers: 764,556 possessed electric washing 
machines; 155,982 had electric chick 
brooders, and 15,726 had electric power 
feed grinders. 

The growth of the appliance market 
in the South is no less than phenomenal. 
Saturation is far distant. 

Hundreds of thousands of rural resi- 
dents now own television sets and are 
buying more of them. Millions of pieces 
of mechanized equipment, including 
tractors, motor trucks and automobiles 
have been added as a result of im- 
proved income positions. 

In 1930 only 161,719 farms in the 
area were on hard-surfaced roads, 
whereas today there are 533,257. 

The South’s new importance as a 
market largely stems from improve- 
ments in its relative income brought 
about by removal of discriminations and 
by federal programs that promoted 
rural electrification, soil conservation 
and stable farm prices. 

Somebody had to make the electric 
water pumps, the trucks, the automo- 
biles, television sets and washing ma- 
chines. Wage earners in other sections, 
manufacturers in New York, New Eng- 
land and Detroit also have been bene- 
ficiaries of this new prosperity. 

That’s why we are so impatient with 
those who argue that the South has 
benefited from federal programs at the 
expense of other sections. 

It simply is not so. Whereas the 
per capita income of the South has risen 
from less than one-third to two-thirds 
of the national average, New England's 
per capita income, for instance, is still 
greater than the national average. 
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AEC Chief Strauss 
Talks Like a Realist 


Lewis L. Strauss, new chairman of 
the Atomic Energy Commission, talks 
like the practical realist needed in the 
tough job he is undertaking. As did 
his predecessor, Gordon Dean, Mr. 
Strauss can be expected to fight for 
what he believes and to base his deci- 
sions on what is best for the Ameri- 
can people. 

We like what he had to say in criti- 
cism of those who have attacked the 
nation’s “basic research” programs. As 
does he, we consider this to be the 
most economical-expenditure of funds 
of all—not only in the military field— 
but in agriculture, industry, economics, 
commerce and all other attributes to 
the national strength. 

It is hard for the average citizen 
to understand the importance of funds 
spent that give no immediate return. 
Secretary Wilson has pooh-poohed “pure 
research” as foolishness. Weapons that 
are actually produced are his field. 

However, we cannot think in terms 
of the weapons of today. We must think 
about what they must be a decade or 
a quarter century hence. The atomic 
bomb was a product of centuries of 
*‘pure” research. The aircraft resulted 
from generations of study.. The Ameri- 
can standard of living is a result of 
basic research programs and discov- 
eriés of 50 to 100 years ago. 

No, we cannot think only in terms 
of the present. As'Mr. Strauss says, 
we might survive, but there’s no assur- 
ance that our children will unless we 
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stay ahead of the parade. That’s why 
we continue to view with alarm Secre- 


tary Wilson’s cuts in the armed forces"

British Coalition 
Enters New Phase 


The recent joint agreements reached 
by heads of the nine British Common- 
wealth nations, representing 600,000,000 
people, during the coronation of Queen 
Elizabeth, serves notice that this infor- 
mal coalition of people of all races and 
creeds is far from impotent in world 
affairs. 

True, these countries do not agree 
on all issues. They can no longer be 
directed from London as a single voice. 
But on the points of agreement they 
can and do wield a tremendous influ- 
ence. The signs of even closer links 
speak well for the future of Britain and 
progress in countries that have been 
guided from feudalism to democracy 
and independence. The greatest test 
of British statesmanship is now be- 
fore it. 

The Commonwealth, titi senstin’ Brit- 
ish newspaper, taking note of the fact 
that the old British Empire is being 
replaced by what can become an even 
greater force in the world, points out: 

“The first phase of the Empire has 
long since passed; given the desire to 
trade and the power to back the trader, 
that first phase of acquisition did not 
impose any too great strain. The sec» 
ond phase—transformation from a cen- 
trally controlled Empire to a Commons 
wealth of independent states—is all but 
over and where it still has stages to run, 
their goal is decisively set. ... But the 
third phase has opened—a _ phase in 
which, with links of common interest 
and common sentiment, the infinitely 
variegated community of the Queen’s 
peoples has to be held together over 
the years.”’ 

The recent London declaration, 
backing Churchill, would indicate that 
an auspicious start has been made in 
that direction. 
Age may indeed fulfill the promise of 
its hopeful prophets.

Mr. Eisenhower said he wouldn't have 
removed such books, and that somebody 
must have been frightened. 

Nobody at the press conference, how- 
ever, told Mr. Eisenhower that what he was 
really being asked was to pass judgment 
on the issue of whether he favored the use 
in government libraries abroad of books 
written by persons who, claiming immunity 
under. the Fifth Amendment of the Con- 


stitution, had refused to answer questions_ 


asked them either by congressional com- 
mittees or the courts. Nor did anybody 
mention to the President that there was 
something more involved in the case of 
Hammett; namely a denial of such im- 
munity claim by the Supreme Court of the 
United States and a jail sentence of six 
months for contempt. This was because of a 
refusal to answer questions asked by the 
court concerning the records of a fund of 
which he was chairman and from which 
bond had been furnished to four convicted 
Communists, including Gerhard Eisler, who 
jumped their bail and escaped. 

After the press conference one corres- 
pondent asked a member of the White 
House staff if the President knew, when he 
was discussing Hammett’s books, that the 
author had refused to answer questions be- 
fore a congressional committee. The reply 
from the member of the White House staff 
was that it could be assumed that the Pres- 
ident knew that fact. 

This has led to published reports that 
mere refusal to answer questions on the 
ground that it would be self-incriminating 
to do so doesn’t in Mr. Eisenhower's opin- 
ion disqualify an author from having his 
books on the shelves of the American gov- 
ernment libraries abroad and that. the 
American taxpayers should continue to pay 
out money for such purposes. 

But such a view will not be shared either 
hy Congress or by many citizens who will 
ask why the detective stories of some other 
authors who have not become _ involved 
in controversies over communistic connec- 
tions cannot be found for the overseas 
libraries,

‘Give-Away’ Plan 


Arouses Storm 


. WASHINGTON—Democrats have been 
having a field day ribbing Republicans 
about President Risenhower’s latest request 
for blanket authority to give away some 
$3,000,000,0080 worth of government-owned 
farm surpluses to friendly nations abroad. 
Nor has all of the ribbing been in a light 
vein. It foreshadows 

rough going for the 

White House proposal. 

What the President 

is asking has been at- 

tacked as ‘‘the most 

monstrous giveaway’”’ in 

the government’s _his- 

tory. Sen. Albert Gore 

of Tennessee, for exam- 

ple, said he did not 

think former Vice-Presi- 

es dent Henry Wallace 
“ever had as wild a dream.’’ Another lead- 
ing Democrat, Sen. Richard B. Russell of 
Georgia, said it surpassed talk by Mr. Wal- 
lace of supplying ‘‘milk to the Hottentots.”’ 


But the thing that really got under Re- 
publican skins was the charge by Senator 
Russell that ‘‘here we are finding in this 
business administration the Brannan Plan 
on an international scale.’’ He was refer- 
ring, of course, to the program put for- 
ward by the former Secretary of Agricul- 
ture for disposing of our surplus farm 
products on the open market, with farm- 
ers given a guaranteed parity price for 
what they raised. 

“If this bill had been sent to Congress 
in any Democratic administration,’’ Russell 
told the Senate, ‘‘our friends on the other 
side of the aisle would have practically torn 
the dome off the Capitol with complaints 
about it and about abdication to the execu- 
tive branch of the government by Con- 
gress. ...I never thought I would live to 
see the Brannan Plan advanced on an inter- 
national] scale.”’ 


The President is seeking blanket au- 
thority to send shipments of our surplus to 
friendly nations to alleviate emergency 
needs arising from famine and other urgent 
relief requirements. 


By the end of the current marketing 
season estimates are that the government 
will have a total of $5,000,000,000 invested 
in surplus products stored under price sup- 
port programs. These surpluses tend to 
depress domestic prices, which may be 
another reason for the administration 
scheme. The President may be looking for 
a way to take the farm surplus off the 
market and thus improve the commodity 


-Pprice situation. 


He may have stirred up a hot issue in 
the request. After all the shouting that 
was done about some of the earlier New 
Deal and Fair Deal schemes of Wallace 
and Brannan the Democrats do not intend 
to let the latest Eisenhower proposal go 
by without réminding the Republicans that 
they are changing their colors. 

It will be interesting to see what the 
final line-up is on the authority the Presi- 
dent is asking.

He Came to See 
The Mountains 


Driving up to Lake Junaluska, N..C., 
and back recently I drove a round-about 
way through the Great Smoky Mountains 
of Tennessee and back by Highlands. Again 
and again I was inspired by the scenery 
as I would stop, from time to time, get out 
of the car and ‘“‘lift up mine eyes unto the’ 
hills.” But I did not really gee = ‘moun- 
tains either going up or Baise 
coming back. It was 
only while I was at 
Junaluska that I really 
saw them. 

I stayed at the Ter- 
race Hotel, which has 
an extremely long porch 
with no less than a hun- 
dred comfortable rock- 
ing chairs strung from 
one end to the other. 

The four days I was 3 
there I had nothing to do but eal twice 
a day. Much of the rest of the time I 
would sit on that porch, slowly rock and 
look at the high mountains. 

Early in the morning I would sit there 
and watch the great mountains begin to 
sparkle under the rising sun. I would 
watch the mountains as they were bathed 
in the brilliant light when the sun was at 
its brightest at noon. In the late afternoon 
the sinking sun became a ball of red fire 
and the mountains would seem to be pull- 
ing the la&t rays of light from it. 

The sun would drop out of sight and a 
deep purple bathed the peaks as the deeper 
shadows covered the valleys. Darkness 
comes swiftly in the mountains and in the 
dark you could see them as majestic sil- 
houettes against the great sky. 

One night there was a big storm with 
high winds. The lights in the hotel went 
out and all around was pressing darkness. 
The crashing thunder and the pouring rain 
was a bit terrifying. Throughout the course 
of the storm the lightning flashed in great 
streaks across the sky. 

It seemed that everything in the path 
of the storm would be destroyed. But 
when the lightning flashed, you could see 
the mountains standing there unshaken and 
unmoved. In the morning the storm was 
gone, but the mountains glistened and 
sparkled with even greater beauty with 
the rising sun. 

As I sat for nearly four days watching 
the mountains, they cast their magic spell 
over me and I knew I had seen the moun- 
tains. Not by rushing along the roads 
but by being still, waiting and watching. 
I thought of. the words of the Psalmist, 
‘‘Be still, and know that I am God”’ (46:10) 
and of the Prophet Isaiah, ‘‘They that 
wait on the Lord shall renew their strength”’ 
(40:13). 

One of the wisest men who ever lived 
was Thomas Carlyle. He said, *‘The older 
I grow, and now I stand on the brink of 
eternity, the more comes back to me the 
sentence in the catechism which I learned 
when a child, and the fuller and deeper its 
meaning becomes: ‘What is the chief end 
of man? To glorify God and enjoy Him 
forever.’ "’

the rope, out of breath, with the 
big dive not yet started. Dumas 
went under again. 

I looked down and saw Didi 
sinking under his weights and 
swimming th both arms and 
legs against the sweep of cur- 
rent to gain the shotline. When 
he caught it, a flume of air 
came out of his regulator, a 
sign of exhaustion. He rested a 
moment, then lowered himself 


rapidly hand under hand into 
| the turbid, racing sea. | 


Still panting, I followed him 
toward my sentry post 100 feet 
down. My brain was reeling. 
Didi did not look up. I saw his 
fists and head melting into the 
dun water. 

Here is how he described the 
record dive: 

“The light does not change 
color as it usually does under- 
neath a turbid surface. I can- 
not see clearly. Either the sun 
is going down quickly or my 
eyes are weak. I reach the 
100-foot knot. My body doesn't 
feel weak but I keep panting. 
The damned rope doesn't hang 
straight. It slants off into the 
yellow soup. It slants more and 
more. 

‘“T am anxious about that 
line, but I really feel wonderful: 
I have a queer feeling of beati- 
tude. I am drunk and carefree. 
My ears buzz and my 
tastes bitter. The current stag- 
gers me as though I had too 
many drinks. 

“IT have forgotten Jacques 
and the people on the boats. 
My eyes are tired. I lower on 
down, trying to think about the 
bottom, but I can’t. I am go- 
ing to sleep, but I can't fall 
asleep in such dizziness. 

‘There is a little light around 
me. I reach for the next knot 
and miss it. I reach again and 
tie my belt on it. 

“Coming up as merry as a 
bubble. Liberated from weights 
I pull on the rope and bound. 
The drunken sensation van- 
ishes. I am sober and infuri- 
ated to have missed my goal. 
I pass Jacques and hurry on 
up. I am told I was down seven 
minutes.’’ 

Didi’s belt was tied off 210 
feet down. The huissier attested 
it. No independent diver had 
been deeper. Yet Dumas’s im- 
pression was that he had been 
slightly under 100 feet. 

Didi’s drunkenness was nitro- 
gen narcosis, a factor of diving 
physiology. We called the seiz- 
ure l’ivresse des grandes pro- 
fondeurs (rapture, or ‘‘intoxica- 
tion,’”’ of the great depths).

Giving Saints Flowers 


Old Christian Custom

Throughout Christendom, it has been the custom in church 
circles to assign certain flowers to each of the saints because they 
are intimately associated with their lives or bloom on their day in 


the church calendar. 


During the month of July sev- 
eral of these days are observed 
and the flowers designated pro- 
vide interesting garden study. 

The first, St. Phocas Day, fell 
on July 3. The patron saint of 
gardeners and gardens, he is 
represented as an old man 
holding a spade. 

Probably the best known is 
St. Swithin’s Day on July 15, 
with its accompanying flower, 
the small Cape marigold. St. 
Swithin, the Ninth-Century 
Bishop of Winchester, is famed 
in the modern era, not because 
of his saintliness but because 
of the rhyme which declares 
that ‘‘St. Swithin’s Day, if thou 
dost rain, for 40 days it will re- 
main; St. Swithin’s Day, if 
thou be fair, for 40 days ‘twill 
rain ‘na mair.’’ 

The English daisy is associ- 
ated with St. Margaret’s Day 
which falls on July 20. The 
Welsh call this flower Trem- 
bling Star. Daisy is ‘Day’s 
Eye’’ and Chaucer wrote that 
“Daisy is like a good woman 
with a heart of gold and a 
crown of innocence.’’ 

The St. James Lily, it’s bo- 
tanical name is the Sprekelia, 
is used in association with St. 
James’ Day, July 25. 

This same day, July 25, is 


._ known as St. Christopher Day 


and the flower is the royal fern. 
Legend has it that Christopher 
waded in the Jordan to carry 
Jesus across, and the fern was 
chosen because it grows in the 
water. 

The camomile is associated 
with St. Anne’s ¢the mother of 
Mary) Day on July 26. The 
botanical name of Matricaria 
from the words, mater for 
mother and cara, for beloved.

For instance, one gardener 
wants to know how she can 
beautify the vacant lot next to 
her home. Here’s the answer: 

Nothing is better than sowing 
wildflower seeds broadcast. A 
packet will go a long way if 
mixed with fine: dry sand in 
a salt shaker. Seed may also 
be bought in ounce lots too. 
Plant on a day shortly after a 
rain so seeds will start quickly. 
If there are a lot of weeds, the 
seedman’s cutflower mixture is 
generally better as it is taller. 

Another bit of information re- 
garding the answer to whether 
it is too late to plant alyssum. 
No, for all alyssum seed bloom 
so quickly that they can be 
planted almost anytime in the 
summer. Be sure the soil is 
moist so they will sprout even 
if it is hot.

Sondheim Says Women 
Deserve Durable Styles

Although Dad _ lost 
shirt in the waist-making busi- 
ness, Herbert Sondheim is one 
of the most successful men in 
the garment industry. 

Young Herbert was leading 
as protected a life as a 14- 
year-old can manage in New 
York public schools, when his 
father, a shirtwaist maker, 
lost his business. It was up to 
Herb to earn a living. 

Sondheim, noted for his con- 
stant good humor, made the 
switch from report card to pay 
check as blithely as possible. 
He rented a cellar room in an 
office building and_ taught 
young marrieds the ‘Castle 
Walk’’ at the price of $1.00 per 
evening. 

One of his pupils was Jesse 
Woolf, a dressmaker who as 
Sondheim recalls, ‘‘made fine 
dresses when a fine dress was 
a full skirt with a tomato can 
embroidered on the hip and 
green leaves climbing over the 
bosom.”’ 

Jesse decided Herbert's mind 
was as nimble as his footwork 
and gave them a job keeping 
factory records. Soon the re- 
formed dance instructor was 
involved with many of the 
firm’s key production steps. 

When Sondheim __ returned 
from World War I service he 
was welcomed home as one of 
the “bright young men” in the 
organization. He proved predic- 
tions by picking up a partner, 
forming his own business in 
1923 and managing to keep his 
needle threaded through the de- 
rression from 1931 to 1936. 

The ready-to-wear business 
came out of the slump in 1943. 
Then as Sondheim comments,

‘you had to be a genius to 
lose money.’ The wiley de- 
signer got his business firmly 
established on Seventh Ave- 
nue’s cutthroat row and has done 
well ever since. 

Sondheim’s first designer was 
his first wife. They were divorced 
and he remarried a tall blonde 
named Alicia, who retired from 
a fashion co-ordinator’s job to 
raise a family of three sons, 
Steven, 22 months; Herbie, 9, 
and Walter, 6. The dressmaker 
is a doting father who sur- 
rounded his desk with pictures 
of his children. 

Sondheim keys his creations 
to this philosophy, ‘‘Mine is a 
business mind. A dress can be 
the most beautiful whimsy in 
the world, but if it’s going to 
split a seam every time a lady 
sits down to bridge, it’s no 
good. The American woman 
deserves better than this.’’ 

Evidently Sondheim is not a 
bridge widower, or he'd show
